ments. 


No one will deny that if Twenly 


Grand, one of the most remarkable 
horses of our day; Equipoise, Male, 
Cavalcade. Gusto, Tick On. Head Piny, 
Faireno. A/ucar, and Victor Emanucl's 
Eng.lish thoroughbred. Statesman, go 
to the post ill the new $1,250,000 Santa 
Anita track on February 23, the race 
will be one of the finest ever slaged. 


If these horses should be right, and 


race up to their class, a $100,000 purse 
would be well justified, 


But, do you remember the Havre 


de Grace Cup Handicap of 1932? The 
entries that day carried the names of 
Twenly Grand, Equipoise. Jack High, 
Trod Avon. Mate, and half a dozen 
other crack horses. Possibly no entry 
list ever carried such a high-class 
group. But, race fans were sorely dis- 
appointed lo find nol Ihree of Ihe lop 
one in the event— all scartchcd in the 
middle of Ihe race day. Equipoise 
boa I a poor field with ease. 


There's Many n Slip 


And do you remember the strenuous 


efforts of the Narragansett manage- 
ment to make n great race during Ihe 
last fall? Il was to be a conlesl of 
Equoipoisc, Calvacade. and Discovery. 
Net. one of them got lo the post, .and 
the S25.000 purse was won by Time 
Supply, a good horse, bul one nol fil 
to warm the others up. Time Supply 
also captured the recent S25.000 Bay 
Meadows Handicap. 


Now look over Ihe list of enlires for 


the Santa Anita Handicap. Twenty 
Grand has twice been laid up for 
breakdowns, and has nol faced Ihe 
barrier for more than Iwo years. Afl- 
er hit' firsl breakdown, he gol lo the 
post for only two races, and could 
hardly finish the second, beaten by a 
horse not fil lo enter the same race 
with him. What are his chances to 
stand training, and more important, 
to be ready for a given race on a giv- 
en day? 


Equipoise has ben laid up several 


times. He was out for a year, missing 
all his 3-year-old stake engagements. 
This year he has not been right, and 
Iraininp him has been painful fo' 
both horse and trainer. True, he's 
running soundly again, afler being' 
oul most -of the summer, but who can 
•-ny what will be his fate in Ihe nexl 
two months? 


Cavalcade, too. is unsound. He re- 


tired in mid-season because of leg 
injuries, and if he shows any signs of 
giving way in his present training he 
will not even be shipped west. 


Indeed, you might well call the 


Santa Anita affair the "race of crip- 
ples." And why not? Tick On has 
been laid up at leasl once. Head Play 
has been hospitalized Iwicc, and any 
number of others, such as Observant, 
Sarada, Riskulus, Mad Frump, and 
Ladysman have visilcd Ihe veterin- 
arian.
